Management 
Plan Set Up For 


Golden Trout Area 


PORTERVILLE — A new 
management plan for 166,000 
acres that includes the native 
range of the Golden trout has 
been recommended by Jim 
James, supervisor of the Sequoia 
National forest and Joe Radel, 
supervisor of the Inyo National 
forest, as a result of hearings last 
September in Bakersfield and 
Bishop. 

On the basis of testimony at 
these hearings, the Forest 


supervisors have recommended . 


to the Regional Forester that the 
Golden Trout area, in the two 
forests, be evaluated for 
Wilderness at the earliest 
possible time. 

In the meantime, 
management direction will be 
designed to fully protect the 
wilderness characteristics of the 


area, including exclusion of all

10-Acre Site 
Fronts On 
Scranton Avenue 


PORTERVILLE — Sierra 
Aviation this week marked seven 
years of successful operation on 
the Porterville Municipal airport 
by moving into a new building, 
constructed by the company, on 
the north edge of the airport. 

The new metal building, 
completely insulated, has total 
floor space of 37,200 square 
feet, including a hangar area; a 
helicopter component overhaul 
shop; a sheet metal shop; a 
machine shop; an inventory, 
shipping and receiving, and 
quality-assurance area; and 
office space. 

Constructed by The Vicco 
Company, of Porterville, the 
new building project represents 
an investment of some 
$187,000. 

Roy Gates, president and 
general manager of Sierra 
Aviation, says that the new 
building is located on a 10-acre 
parcel and that the company 
holds an option to purchase an 
additional 10 acres, anticipating 
continued expansion. Sierra is a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Data-Design Labratories, of 
Cucamonga. 

Company personnel moved 
office furniture and equipment 
from the former Sierra Aviation 
facility, near the center of 
Porterville airport development, 
during the past weekend. 

Jerry Barnes, administrative 
assistant to Gates, says that 
inventory moving is now 
underway and will be completed 
by April 15. He says all 
machinery will be moved 
between March 26 and 29, and 
that all hookups will be 
completed and full-scale 
operations started in the new 
building by March 30. 

The 16,200 square-foot 
hangar area in the new building 
is designed for initial receiving 
and final assembly of 
helicopters, with work-flow 
channelled through a 3,150 
square-foot component repair 
shop, a 3,680 square-foot sheet 
metal shop, a 3,150 square-foot 
machine shop and a 6,570 
square-foot inventory, shipping 
and receiving and 
quality-assurance area. 

Through special construction, 
this latter area can be doubled in 
useable space “by going up,” 
Barnes says. Eighty-foot, 
full-clearance doors provide 
access to the building’s hangar 
area. 

. Twenty offices, including 
seven executive offices, are 
provided for in 4,800 square feet

History Turns Back To 1857 (Some Say)

When Jackass Mail Hits The 190 Trail 


PORTERVILLE — History, 
in a way, will turn back to 1857 
when the Jackass Mail, makes its 
annual run, April 11, from 
Porterville to Springville. 

It was 113 years ago that the 
San Antonio and San Diego Mail 
line established regular, 
twice-a-month service between 
California and Texas. Because 
stages were pulled by mules, and 
because through one stretch of 
desert passengers rode mules, the 
line became known as _ the 
Jackass Mail. 

Fare was $200.00, and in an 
early-day ad the company said, 
“Passenger and Express matter 
forwarded in New Coaches 
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JACKASS MAIL RUN 
APRIL ]j1, 1970 


drawn by six mules over the 
entire length of our line, 
excepting the Colorado Desert 
of 100 miles, which we cross on 
mule back.” 

The term, Jackass Mail, 
caught on with pioneers, and 
was often applied to the feeder 
lines that operated off main 
stage lines into the mining and 
logging areas of central 
California. 

Modern version of the Jackass 
Mail will hit the trail from the 
Porterville city hall at 8:00 a.m., 
or thereabouts, on. April 11; 
route will

S HAVE A COMMUNITY CENTER. 


BUT LET'S FACE SOME FACTS —_ 


‘We are in favor of developing a community center building in 
erville - a building that is so constructed that it can adequately 
small convention” types of meetings and can serve as a social 
tion center for organizations of the entire community. 
But before the present inadequate community center campaign 
es any further, we believe that folks should clearly understand a 
w facts: 
Even though the campaign to raise $30,000 from community 
Organizations succeeds, and even though the Porterville city council 
es fit to add another $30,000 to the $30,000 that is presently 
"More-or-less committed, there is no assurance that Porterville will get 
‘community center. 
( reason? Balance of an estimated $302,000 needed for a 
ymmunity center building is expected to come through the Federal 
Neighborhood Facilities program, in which the Federal government 
tributes two-thirds of the cost. 
' But, this program is designed to provide a community center in 


“poor sections” in “poverty areas,” in concentrated ethnic group 
population centers where no comparable facilities are available. And 
tied in is a welfare concept as to use of the center. 

It is not designed to provide a social center for an affluent 
community; we do not believe that a need exists in Porterville for a 
ee rnood Facility under the Federal government concept. 

n fact the city administration is trying to build a case in which 
Porterville sets up its standards, then attempts to con the federal 
“government out of money that was intended only partially for use as 
Porterville wants to use it. 

We doubt that the city can make this stick. If it can, the 
administration of Neighborhood Facility money is being more than 


» somewhat loosely administered. 


So, what to do? 

1. The city administration should quit drifting, cancel out the ad 
hoc, community center committee, and set up an official city 
committee. 

2. The possibility of greater use of the Porterville Armory 
building should most certainly be thoroughly checked out. This 
building is being used only a few hours a month, what with Porterville 
now having only a single Infantry platoon, and with company 
headquarters in Tulare. 

3. Although, because of financial Situation, there is not much 
likelihood that the Porterville Union High School district could 
purchase the Porterville Memorial auditorium now, certainly this 
is worth serious discussion, with money from such a sale to go back 
into a community center, built by the Porterville Memorial district. 

4. People of the City of Porterville, through an official city 
committee, should be presented some facts of tax life, and some 
facts about priorities in city development - is $30,000 or $60,000 
_ for a community center a top priority expenditure? Not in our 
book. 

5. If it is determined that people of Porterville really want a 
community center, then let’s face up to a tax increase specifically 
earmarked to finance construction - still seeking organization 
contributions and outside governmental sources of money if such are 
available for construction of a real community center building. 

6. If there is a legitimate need for the welfare type programs 
envisioned in connection with the currently-talked community 
center, there is considerable building space available now in 
Porterville for such programs.

Tulare County, like all levels 
of State and Federal 
Government, has problems that 
have been brought on by laws 
demanding we satisfy all the 
social needs of our population. 
Many directives have not been 
properly funded by higher levels 
and the county taxpayer has 
been left with many unjust 
costs. 

One of these is the entire 
hospital system in our county, 
not just Springville, which has 
been a glaring example of 
inefficiency because of 
management and as the 1963 
Moore Report stated, ‘30 
buildings on 45 acres resulting in 
a poor hospital aggravated by a 
poor site.” 

A recent news article stated 
there had been a bid for this site 
of over a million dollars; this is 
not fact only rumor. Because of 
an objection by Supervisor 
Muller, no bids have been 
invited, only ten feelers to 
interested industry have been 
sent. According to our County 
Administrator some favorable 
answers have been received. 

If a cooperative, rather than 
the usual argumentive approach 
to this total county problem, 
could be effected by our County 
Supervisors, and the phasing out 
methods outlined by the April, 
1969 Study Committee on the 
Tulare County Hospitals could 
be used as a guide, the answers 
to the entire problem could be 
in the offing by July this year. If 
the Springville site is to be sold, 
leased to another agency, or 
whatever tax saving routes are 
decided upon, this would cease 
to be much of a campaign issue. 

I don’t care to make many 
challenges on items of business, 
their handling, or what should 
have been done, especially when 
I’m not present to hear all the 
testimony. 

My present participation on 
the several boards including the 
Tulare County Planning 
commission, has always been 
one of cooperation in seeking 
the most effective application of 
money spent:-and sensible use of 
the rules that govern us, so that 
we can survive our social changes 
and have a county that 
progresses with the rest of the 
West, instead of being passed up

Although included in the new 
management area, existing 
improvements at Tunnel 
Meadow, Grasshopper flat, and 
Rifle creek will remain, but are 
not to be expanded, pending 
final and formal public hearings 
and Congressional evaluation of 
the management plan. 

The area in question is 
generally bordered on the north 
by the Sequoia National Park 
line; west line swings in south of 
Mineral King, near Vandever

IF POLITICIANS run true to
